I attach great significance to the venue and timing 
of the 13th WFYS. Pyongyang, the capital of this 
great country, is not only a city of great beauty as it 
illustrated by this magnificent stadium in which we 
are now gathered. It is the centre and heart of one of 
the countries which have been very exemplary in the 
mobilization of the youths and students towards 
serving the needs of their community and societies, 
and towards the building of a healthy and caring 
national order. You only need to look round to see 
the numerous examples of the excellent services 
which the youth and students of this land are 
rendering to their soceity. 

The festival is also taking place against the 
background of and at the time of the intensification 
of the national drive for Korean reunification. There 
is no doubt, therefore, that the gathering of so many 
people from so many countries is an expression of 
worldwide support for and solidarity with the 
Korean people in their just yearning for unity, great 
harmony, understanding and peace for the Korean 
peninsula. 

We call upon the progressive and peaceloving 
members of the international community to back 
your proposals for the establishment of the 
Democratic Confederal Republic of Koryo, based 


on the peaceful reunification of the Korean penin- 
sula. For this to come about, it is necessary that 
foreign troops should leave the peninsula, and 
foreign interference and intervention should end. 

Saying the world youth and student movement 
has taken clear and principled positions on all the 
eveils that afflict humanity, President Robert G. 
Mugabe went on: 

I need not remind you that even as you gather in 
this city today, parts of our world and, therefore, 
millions of humanity are still afflicted by these and 
other social and political evils. The oppressed and 
struggling victims of apartheid in South Africa, the 
Namibian people struggling to rid themselves of 
apartheid colonial occupation and equally import- 
antly, the Palestinians struggling against Zionist 
occupation and oppression all count on the moral, 
political and, where possible, even material support 
from the youth and students gathered here. 

It must also be a world whose environment we 
work to protect and not to destroy. 

Students and youths are also being called upon to 
give their full support and weight towards the drive 
for a peaceful and secure world in which there is no 
fear of nuclear war and nuclear destruction, and a 
world order characterized by a just and equitable 
economic order. 

In the Non-aligned Movement of which I am 
currently Chairman, these problems especially, 
those of security, international peace and the just 
international economic order are seriously tackled, 
and possible solutions to them proposed, said 
President Robert G. Mugabe.

The May Day Stadium crowded with the foreign 
friends from all parts of the world was waiting for 
the historic opening of the 13th World Festival of 
Youth and Students. 

At seven p.m., on July 1, Comrade Kim II] Sung, 
General Secretary of the Central Committee of the 
Workers’ Party of Korea and President of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea and 
Comrade Kim Jong Il, Member of the Presidium 
of the Political Bureau and Secretary of the C. C. of 
the Workers’ Party of Korea, in company with state, 
government and party leaders of different countries, 
appeared on the rostrum amid the playing of the 
welcome music. 

That moment, the stormy cheers of “hurrah” and 
a thunderous applause burst forth, shaking the earth 
and sky, the salute guns were fired and thousands of 
balloons released into the sky. 

A magnificent figure of Mt. Paekdu made appear- 
ance on the background stand and a sea of flowers 
waved on the floor. 

When the Pyongyang bell announcing the happy 


events of the country from olden times rang far and 
wide with long trailing note, a large number of 
young men and women came in the venue of opening 
ceremony, carrying the emblem of the 13th WFYS, 
beating tabors and playing music and carrying the 
fluttering flag of the Festival, amid the festival song 
“The future masters are youth and students” struck 
up by the band. 

While the background stand showed the proud 
history from the Ist World Youth Festival held in 
Prague in 1947 to the Pyongyang Festival, the 
delegations of various countries which had come 
hundreds of thousands of kilometres across con- 
tinents and oceans with the idea of anti-imperialist 
solidarity, peace and friendship entered the 
stadium. 

Among them were the youth of China who 
participated in the Festival after long absence and 
delegates of Thailand, Marshall Islands, 
Micronecia, Tonga, St. Matane and other countries 
that were attending the festival for the first time.

When more than 300 men in Koguryo general’s 
uniform blew horn bugles and the opening of the 
Festival was solemnly signalled, the festival flag was 
hoisted and the fire was kindled at the festival flame 
platform. 

The venue of the opening ceremony was a fantas- 
tic scene attired in festive and welcoming mood. 

Radio and TV stations in the world tuned in 
Pyongyang and the people on the globe turned their 
eyes towards the opening ceremony of the Festival. 

The great leader President Kim I] Sung delivered 
a speech of congratulations. 

His speech was often interrupted by the cheers 
and hand claps of those present there. 

Comrade Robert G. Mugabe, President of the 
Republic of Zimbabwe, spoke next. 

Then, the beautiful rhythmic dances were per- 
formed on the ground of the stadium by the young 
people welcoming the friends of the world. 

The ranks of brass band, tabors, horn bugles 


made appearance one after another in various 
formations showing the vigorous youth of the world 
who are advancing towards the better future. 

A drove of doves flew up unfolding a scene of 
flying round the earth. The delegates and spectators 
were delighted to see them, feeling as if they were ina 
new world of future where Chajusong of mankind is 
fully realized and in a new peaceful world without 
war.

Most unique and rich in their sizes, contents and 
forms were the programs of host country and events 
held in the day of host country such various 
meetings as solidarity meetings, friendship joint 
meetings and meetings with the functionaries of 
various sectors, colourful art performances includ- 
ing the grand performance “Song of Happiness” 
given by 5,000 artists the mass game “Korea 
Today” given by 50,000 students and children, 
national folk plays and various exhibitions like State 
Book Exhibition. 

The Pyongyang Festival was held most colour- 
fully and successfully participated in by many 
countries on an unprecedented large scale in the 
history of the Festival. It was a great political festival 
which developed and enriched the tradition and 
experiences of the festival to suit the demands of our 
era and was a great event to strengthen the friend- 
ship and unity of the world progressive youth and 
students and to forcefully inspire their struggle in 
building a new world, peaceful and prosperous.

Voice of anti-imperialist solidarity, peace and friendship re- 
sounded solemnly from the Pyongyang Festival—voice raised urgently 
from socio-political point of view by the present times. 

In various forms of plenary meeting, sectional debate, round-table 
talk, meeting and photo exhibition, main political events were held at 
centres on diverse themes: at Centre No. 1 on themes of Peace, 
Disarmament, A Nuclear Weapon-free World and Security; at Centre 
No. 2 on themes of Anti-imperialist Solidarity, National Liberation, 
Independence, Sovereignty and National Self-Determination, Social 
Progress, Democracy and Human Dignity; at Centre No. 3 on theme of 
Non-Alignment; at Centre No. 4 on themes of Socio-Economic 
Development, A New International Economic Order, Foreign Debt, 
Disarmament for Development; at Centre No. 5 on themes of 
Protection of Nature and Environment, A New International 
Information and Communication Order and Solution of Other Global 
Problems; at Centre No. 6 on themes of Youth, Students and 
Children’s Rights as an Inalienable Part of Human Rights; at Centre 
No. 7 on theme of Women’s Rights; and at.-Centre No. 8 on themes of 
Education, Science and New Technology. 

At the thematical centres held in hot discussions by the youth and 
students of the five continents, a neccessity of firmly adhering to the 
tradition of the festival movement and continually enriching and 
developing the youth movement was confirmed and the tasks for a 
close unity and cooperation among the youth and students all over the 
world were put forward. 

At the anti-imperialist tribunal and the special hearing, the 
criminal acts of the imperialists and their stooges who are violating 
Chajusong of the popular masses by means of domination, subordi- 
nation and violence were exposed and condemned and at many 
meeting places voice of solidarity with the struggle of the world youth 
and students for independence, friendship and peace strongly rang out. 

The mass activities of the festival delegates and broad people were 
also held in a special manner. 

The Festival delegates were greatly interested in the torchlight 
parade of the Korean youth and students for a peaceful nuclear-free 
world and other mass political and cultural events held for anti- 
imperialist solidarity and the youth and students making circles with 
their hands grasped each other. 

Indeed, the political events held in the Festival as the main 
function will record a shining chapter in the history of the festival 
movement as an unprecedented international gathering of the youth 
and students of the five continents who are aspiring to a peaceful world 


without a war. 
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Centre No. 1 carried out its work on the theme of 
Peace, Disarmament, a Nuclear Weapon-free 
World, Security. There, discussions and round-table 
talks were held for 7 days to discuss the theme, get- 
togethers were held and the peace club was run. 

About 200 delegates of the youth and students 
from various countries took the floor at the centre. 

All the speakers unanimously stressed the vigor- 
ous struggle should be waged to prevent a new world 
war and nuclear disaster from occurring and defend 
the world peace and security. 

Yang Jin Yong, delegate of the Korean residents 
in the USA, appealed at the discussion 2 in the 
Centre No. 1, mentioning the activity of the youth 
and students for stopping the military exercises: 

The nuclear bombs are able to obliterate the 
whole mankind. 

The US Army is planning to occupy the whole 
territory of Korea.

Mr. Sosmonisia of Japan attended a meeting with 
A-bomb victims of Hiroshima and Nagasaki and 
their descendants and, as a victim and witness, spoke 
about the then terrible disaster caused by A-bomb 
dropped in Nagasaki with burning indignation: 

When an A-bomb dropped by US imperialism 
was exploded in Nagasaki, the intestines of people 
and bodies without heads were floating on the water 
of the river in the city. 

It was unable to know whose bodies they were. 65 
per cent of the victims were children, women and old 
men. Seen among them were a large number of 
Koreans who had been forced to come to Japan. 

A few people who hardly survived then were 
deformed or gradually died from cancer or other 
terrible diseases.

The full text of the appeal says: 

The 13th World Festival of Youth and Students, 
held in Pyongyang, capital of the DPRK, from July 
1 to 8, 1989 under the slogan of “For anti-imperialist 
solidarity, peace and friendship”, attended by de- 
legates from 177 countries and West Berlin and 64 
regional and international organizations, addresses 
this appeal to you: 

Beyond our political, ideological, philosophical 
and religious differences, we share the view that it is 
possible and necessary to work together for our 
common aspirations. Our task and our respons- 
ibility to mankind is to make our planet a world of 
peace, development, justice, freedom, democracy, of 
human and people’s rights, solidarity and friendship 
and where peoples enjoy their inalienable right to 
independence and sovereignty. 

Weare facing many challenges: the arms race and 
the continuing threat it poses to the survival of 
mankind as a whole; the maintenance of the under-

ogical threat; the hunger, malnutrition and diseases; 
illiteracy; discrimination against women. 


Together we have contributed to important ac- 
hievements; a first step in reducing the nuclear 
arsenals has been taken. We shall further unite our 
efforts for preventing nuclear war, non-proliferation 
and elimination of all nuclear weapons, building a
